And notwithftanding he hasa Swelling in his Legs, 
went afterwards with a Numerous Cavalcade to ihe 
Church of St. Laurence in Damafo, where the De- 
votions appointed for returning Thanks to Heaven, 
for Delivering this City from the Dangers of the lace’ 
Earthquake, were concluded. Mean the Earth 
has been felt to move in feveral Places of the Eccle- 
fiaftical State, by which many Houles have been 
thrown down at Narni, Caftel Gondolfo, Frafcati, 
Albano, and Gianzono ; and on Thursday laft we 
had a Shog here, bur it was not fo violent as to do” 
any hurt. A Polish Bithop is arriv’d here, who being, 
admitted to Audience of the Pope, deliverd him »a, 
Letter from the King of Poland, in which.he affures, 
His Holynefs thar he is ready to Sacrifice his Life, 
and Fortune to defend the Roman Catholick Reli- 
gion in that Country. Towhichthe Pope has re 
turn'd a kind Anfwer; and has written to the Car-. 
dinal Primate to forward the good Intentions of His 
Polith Majefty, and efpoufe his Intereft. His Holy-, 
nefs gives great Application to Bufinefs, tho’ his Phy-, 
fitians do all they can to perfwade him to indulge 
his Eafe and reft more, reprefenting that otherwite 
they cannot hope to recover him out of, his ill State, 
Mean;time, he is mightly fallen away, 
ais Indifpofition in his Legs putting him frequently, 
to extream Pain ; and-this has occafion’d an Opinion, 
among the Cardinals that. he cannot, live long, nay, 
cret Conferences haye been held at Cardinal Orto- 
boni’s Palace, between his Eminency.and the Car- 
dinals Acciaioli, Marefcori, and Spada, about choo-, 
fing a New Pope on the Death of this. The Great, 
Duke of Tufcany has written to his Agent here, that, 
the Palace in which the Cardinal de Medicis his 
Brother takes up his Refidence in Rome, being His 
Highnefs’s own, he will have no other Arms than the 
Pope’s put over the Gate : And ’tis difcours’d that r6 
avoid abfolutely all. Engagements to either Party 
now at War in Italy, the Cardinal de Medi- 
cis will quit the Office of Protector of the Crowns of 
France and Spain. 
Trent, April 2. By the Earthquake in January 
laft., a great Sciffure was made in the Mountain of 
Tremifine, fo that from time to time fome of the 
Top crumbled off ; And on the 19th of laft Month 
in Kil Weather, part of that Mountain, over againft 
Malcefine, fell down into the Lake of Garda. The 
Noife of the Fall was terrible. The Water of the 
Lake funk 2 Rod from the Shore, and then {well’d 
and pafs’d over its Banks 2 Rod,which it did thrice, 
and then fetled a Rod and half beneath its ufual 
Height.

‘Manner. The Corporal went himfelf ta the Cat- 
* penter belonging to the Company, and told him 
“the Captain had fent him for his Hatchet. ‘The 
* Carpenter gave ithim ; and the Corporal carried 
* it and a Block to his Lodging, where he fpread a 
* Cloath on the Floor of his Room, and laid the 
* Block in the Middte of ir. Then he-call’d his 
* Camrade ; and after he had pray’d awhile, he un- 
* drefs'd himfelf, tuck’d up bis Shirt-Sleeyes, and 
* laid his Right-hand on the Block, which his ee , 
* rade by his Direction chop’d off ar the Wrift and 
* likewife his Arm above the Elbow ; and after that 
‘ the Left-hand and Arm in the fame Manner ; 
he net fhewing the leaft Concern, or once crying 
* out, He made his Right-foot and then his Right- 
* leg be cut off in the fame Manner ; but not being 
“able to move himfelf to place his Left-leg on the 
* Block, he defir’d the Soldier to do it for him, and 
* to difpatch, becaufe he found himfelf dying, and 
* was defirous to go through with the Execution of 
‘ his Purpofe while he had Life. While this was 
* doing, came ina Wather-woman belonging to the 
* Regiment, who (making an Outry at the Sight of 
* fuch a Spectacle) fome Soldiers bolted in, who. 
* advisd their Fellow Soldier the Executioner of the 
* Corporal, to make his Efcape ; but he would not, 
* faying he had done well. For this he was taken 
* into Cuftody and tried by a Council of War, who 
* having regard co the Proof brought by the Soldier 
‘ that whar he had done was in compliance with the 
* Corporal’s urgent Sollicitations ; and the Evidence 
* of the Wather-woman that the dying Man confefs’d 
* the fame with his laft Breath, The Soldier was 
* fentenc’d to be beheaded only, which was accor- 
* dingly executed.
